THE CHURCH AND 
WORLD PEACE 


Pontiffs Point Out Need of Inter- 
national Agencies for Peace 


By THE REV. JOHN A. O'BRIEN, 
Ph.

HE message which President 

Roosevelt addressed cn May 
16, 1933, to the fifty-four leading 
nations of the world, stressing the 
necessity of a drastic reduction in 
armaments for the recovery of 
prosperity and the safeguarding 
of international peace, has brought 
renewed hope to a world that was 
growing weary of waiting. Com- 
ing at a time when the disarma- 
ment Ss. at Geneva had 
been in sesst0n for over a year and 
had accomplished only the most 
meagre results, the pronouncement 
of the President has served to 
mobilize world opinion behind the 
demand that real progress be 


achieved without further unneces- 
sary delay. 


“Before the imperative call of 
this great duty (of disarmament),” 
said Roosevelt, “petty obstacles 
must be swept away and petty 
aims forgotten. A selfish victory 
is always destined to be an ulti- 
mate defeat. The furtherance of 
durable peace for our generation 
in every part of the world is the 
only goal worthy of our best ef- 
forts.” His message was most 
timely and will doubtless rank 
among the great state papers of 
history. 

Acting under the impetus of the 
President’s call for action, Norman 
H. Davis, the American Ambassa- 
dor at the Geneva conference, six 
days later stirred the world by 
announcing America’s willingness 
not only to make drastic reduction 
in her armaments but also to 
abandon her traditional policy of 
isolation in the interest of more 
effective co-operation with other 
countries to halt a-nation threaten- 
ing the peace of the world. Mr.

The Evil of Nationalism 


Gratifying as the reception ac- 
corded these two courageous pro- 
nouncements has been, it is well to

Second only to the danger of exces- 
sive armament as a provocative of 
war is the evil of nationalism. By 
nationalism is meant that extreme 
and irrational patriotism which 
judges one’s own nation by one 
moral code and other nations by 4 
different and far more exacting 
standard. It tends to magnify the 
virtues of one’s own country while 
it is blind to its defects. On the 
other hand it exaggerates the 
faults of other nations, while it 
ignores their good qualities and 
distinctive merits. It renders diffi- 
cult the creation of a feeling of 
sympathy and understanding be- 
tween peoples of different coun- 
tries.

Catholic Faith Was

NE of the most interesting 
things about the present situa- 
tion in Germany is the fact that 
about one-third of the population 
is Catholic. This may sound 
strange for the country in which 
Martin Luther lived and 
worst, and it is even stranger 
when we consider that the predomi- 
nantly Protestant part of Germany 
is Prussia, the North, which in 
some curious way never seems to 
have come fully under the influence 
of Christian culture and civiliza- 
tion. In Roman times and in the 
Middle Ages, North Germany was 
regarded as a barbarian, pagan 
land, and some of its present ten- 
dencies, such as excessive militar- 
ism and the excessive nature wor- 
ship, expressed in movements like 
Nudism, the pagan Swastika sign, 
and so on, suggests that the wor- 
ship of the pagan gods and god- 
desses Odin, Thor, Freya, Balder, 
and Loki, is not so dead as 
might think.

How does it come about, then, 
that in the remaining States of 
South Germany, where Luther and 
Protestantism flourished so vigor- 
ously, there is such a preponder- 
ance of Catholics and some States 
are almost wholly Catholic?

one’s country may do wrong, but 
insists that one’s own nationality 
or national state is always right” 
(Essay on Nationalism, p. 275). 
Thus it begets a sensitivity which 
is ready to fight at any imaginary 
reflection upon “national honor.” 
It engenders the suspicion and ill- 
will which prompt nations to bur- 
den themselves with staggering 
armaments. It is the root cause of 
excessive armaments, and the chief 
obstacle to their reduction. 


In his encyclical on The Peace of 
Christ, Pope Pius XI refers to it 
in these words: “Patriotism—the 
stimulus of so many virtues and 
of so many noble acts of heroism 
when kept within. the bounds of the 
law of Christ—becomes merely an 
occasion, an added incentive, to 
grave injustice when true love of 
country is debased to the condition 
of an extreme nationalism, when 
we forget that all men are our 
brothers and we members of the 
same great family, that other na- 
tions have an equal right with us 
both to life and to prosperity, that 
it is never lawful nor even wise to 
dissociate morality from the affairs 
of practical life, that, in the last 
analysis it is ‘justice which exalt- 
eth a nation: but sin maketh na- 
tions miserable’” (Proverbs XIV, 
34), 

Exaggerated Nationalism 

In an address to the Assembly 
of the League of Nations at Ge- 
neva in 1925, Dr. H. E. Fosdick, 
the most eloquent voice in Ameri- 
can Protestantism today, called at- 
tention to the menace which exag- 
gerated nationalism has become to 


taught that Christ was without a 
human will corresponding to His 
human nature and that He posses- 
sed only a Divine will correspond- 
ing to His Divine nature. There 
fore, Honorius in all innocence 


wrote in his first letter to Hergius, | 
“We profess one will of Our Lord | 
Jesus Christ: because plainly our 
nature was assumed by the God- 
head, not the sin in it; that is, our 
nature as it was created before sin 
existed, not that which was cor- 
rupted after the transgression.” 
This was simply to say, with every 
orthodox believer, that in Christ 
was perfect unity of will because 
He took the will of Adam innocent. 

What did the Sixth Oecumenical 
Council, meeting at Constantinople 
in 680, do? It condemned Pope 
Honorius for not being more alert 
against heresy, for not having “nip- 
ped it in the bud,” so to speak. He 
was not condemned personally as a 
heretic. Pope St. Leo IL. in en- 
dorsing and affirming the decisions 
of the Sixth Council, anathematized 
“the inventors of the new error” 
and also Honorius, who “permitted” 
the immaculate to be “defiled”. The 
distinction between the heretics and 
Pope Honorius is well-marked. 
Moreover, in his letter to the Span- 
ish bishops, he says that Honorius’ 
offence consisted in his having fos-| 
tered the heresy by neglect, instead 
of suppressing it at the 


outset: |

Pope John IV. and St. Maxi- 
mus also wrote to defend Honoris. 
In his epistle to Marinus, St. Maxi- 
mus fully examined the letters of 
Honorius and argued for their or-

thodoxy upon the internal evidence, 


our fight for liberty we broke up 
the inclusive Mother Church into 
national churches; we recognized 
the worship of the people around 
nationalistic ideals; we helped to 
identify religion and patriotism. 
And so far has that identification 
gone that now, when war breaks, 
the one God of all humanity, whom 
Christ came to reveal, is split up 
into little tribal deities, and before 
these pagan idols even Christians 
pray for the blood of their ene- 
mies,” 

The narrow nationalism which 
proclaims “our country, right or 
wrong,” and is ready to wage war 
for a cause that is admittedly 
wrong, and to murder all who op- 
pose that wrong, is the fertile 
breeding ground of international 
strife. It is the very opposite of 
the gospel of Christ. Blatantly it 
proclaims the old pagan doctrine, 
that might makes right in contra- 
diction of the teaching of Christ 
that right alone is a valid title to 
power, In promoting suspicion 
and ill-will it is sadly inconsistent 
with the teaching of Christ who 
thus described the mark of His 
discipleship: “By this shall all men 
know that you are my disciples 
that you have love one for an- 
other.” 

This exaggerated national ego- 
tism must be brought under the 
restraint of the reason and the 


conscience of mankind. A healthy 
internationalism is as compatib | 
with true patriotism: as love o 
one’s country is compatible with 
the love of one’s own family. We 
are all human beings, children of 
the same heavenly Father before 
we are either Americans, Ger- 
mans, or French. Men of every na- 
tionality, Itahans, trish, Jews, 
Spaniards, English, Chinese, Ne- 
eroes, have certain inherent and in- 
alienable human rights. We tres- 


umanity 
to eliminate the 
scourge of the ages, the tragedy 
of war. 


The time has come when we 
must recognize that the policy of 
our country must be subjected to 
the same criticism as that of an- 
other nation. It must be judged 
by objective standards, not by sub- 
jective emotions twisted and dis- 
torted under the heat of national 
passions, Thus no competent Ame- 
rican historian contends today that 
we were morally justified in our 
war against Mexico or in our war 
against Spain. Truth and justice 
have claims upon the human con- 
science which transcend those of 
any country. 


Definite Agencies Needed 


The Church, however, has not 
only called attention to the two 
chief obstacles to world peace, 
namely nationalism and excessive 
armaments, but has urged their re- 
moval. She has also pointed’ out in 
a constructive way the agencies 
necessary to settle disputes be- 
tween nations by pacific means. 
With her experience of nineteen 
hundred years she realizes that 
war cannot be eliminated by words 
alone. Professions of love of peace 
and detestation of war, unless 
backed up by appropriate action 
and effective agencies, are futile. 
Definite legal machinery is neces- 
sary to translate such sentiments 
into functional realities. Christ 
was not content merely to an- 
nounce His gospel to the world, He 
established a definite institution, ¢ 
Church, to carry that gospel to all 
the nations and to incorporate His 
precepts into the life of mankind.

The reasons for close attention to 
return of books are several: (1) 
The rental fee becomes prohibi- 
tive when the book is held too 
long; (2) the book is likely to be 
lost or to become soiled through 
(3) the renter 
may move from the city, and fail 
to return the book, which would 
entail monetary loss for the book- 
lender, 


We are indebted to our good 
friend, Miss Mary Collins, of Indi- 
anapolis, Ind., for valuable data 
included in the circulating library 
system above set forth, and can 
vouch for its practicability, for it 
has proven a satisfactory method 
from the standpoint of quick ser- 
vice and remunerative' returns. 
Miss Collins, who is associated 
with the William Aleiter Co., con- 
ceived the idea of a circulating 
library about six months ago, and 
has been operating succéssfully 
since that time. She advises us 
that she had over three thousand 
volumes at her opening, and that 
several hundred have been added 
in the imterim. 


New Books Necessary 


It is most important to supply 
readers with the new and worth- 


large measure to you good women/ while books, as they come from the 


press. One good method is to sub- 
scribe to the Catholic Book Club 
of New York, which subscription 
will entitle the subscriber to a 
book each month, together with a 
monthly news-letter commenting 
on other recent Catholic publica- 
tions. 

Another method of insurmg 
alertness is to advise the publish- 
ers, both Catholic and secular, that 
you are conducting a Circulating 
Library and desire advance notices 
of the desirable books which they 
have to offer to their Catholic pub- 
lic. When addressing the secular 
publishers, it would be im order to 
tactfully Inform them that you will 
not be interested in books that are 
not sound as to Faith and Morals, 
and explain that the books fer 
which you are in the market must 
contain Christian philosophy. Of 


self entirely to Catholic authors, 
provided, writers not favored with 
the true Faith, are ethical in their 
writmgs and express a wholesome 
philosophy. 
The Capacity to Judge 
You should have the capacity 
to judge what would prove dan- 
gerous or injurious to the general 
run of Catholics. Unless you are 
qualified to review a book from a 
Catholic standpoint, you are not a 
safe individual to promote a Cath- 
olic circulating library. And since 
the Catholic public will place con- 
fidences in the wares on your 
shelves, you should not offer a 
book for rent that you do not know 
to be worthy. It is understood that 
your analysis would be based on 
what would be considered safe for 
practical Catholics, who are en- 
tirely normal. If an oceasional 
reader is scrupulous, or too easily 
shocked, where an element for 
scandal does not exist, that is an- 
other matter, and beyond your 
responsibility. 
Donations Invited 


It might not be amiss to imvite 
donations from people who are in- 
terested in furthering Catholic lit- 
erature and promoting Catholic 
book-consciousness. Classic vol- 
umes are often stored in basements 
and attics, because of lack of space 
in modern homes, and the owners 
(if they were reminded) might be 
happy to have such books do ser- 
vice instead of moulding and be- 
coming discolored from disease. 
But some of the classics may not 
be disseminated indiscriminately.

second of his five lectures, Bishop 
Noll said: 

“A questionnaire on doctrine was 
sent out to about 500 ministers and 
'200 students of Protestant denom- 
‘inations. Here are a few of the 
‘many denials found in the answers: 
itwenty per cent did not believe in 
‘the Blessed Trinity; forty per cent 
\did not believe in the devil; forty- 
ifive per cent denied the Bible as 
lan inspired book; forty-eight per 
icent denied the resurrection of ‘the 
‘body, and fifty-six per cent denied 
‘the necessity of baptism. Students 
preparing for the ministry denied 
almost everything; onty three per 
cent of the students believed in the 
Virgin Birth; ninety-seven per cent 
it.” 

“How can you talk to these peo- 
ple about the Church?” Bishop 
Noll asked. “Most of them do not 
‘want controversy, they want to be 
'free interpreters of what they be-| 
‘lieve—they accept the existence of | 
God. The tendency is not to fight) 
for the right, but to compromise 
‘and make it appealing or consoling 
'to the mind of the individual.

“They want religion from earth 
to Heaven, and not from Heaven 
to earth. They assert that if man 
‘is sincere, that is sufficient; it mat 
‘ters not what he believes. They 
‘claim one religion is as good as 
‘another: religion for them exists 
‘between man and the Creator, the 
‘individual taking the responsi- 
bility.” 
| “That religion is serving hu- 
imanity rather than serving Divini- 
'ty is the opinion of too many 
| Americans,” Bishop Noli said in 
‘his third lecture. 

“About 70,000,000 people in this 
lcountry have not had an average of 
iten minutes’ religious instruction 
‘according to a survey made by a 
|New York newspaper,” Bishop Noll 
added. 
| Souls Starved Spiritually 
| “We should not let our religious 
beliefs be influenced by scientists, 
politicians, writers of books, eac.,” 
'Bishop Noll continued. “The indi- 
‘viduals may be authorities in their 
‘profession, but they are not pro- 
ifessionals in religion. 5So many 
| millions of our people are influenced 
iby Protestants and prejudice rath- 
er than by Catholicity and as a 
result, they look to science for want 
of something better. These souls 
have been starved spiritually. 

“A real need for truth is felt. 
Some questions of the day are: 
‘Why are we here?’ ‘Has life any 
meaning?’ ‘What good does it do 
to pray?’ Thinking people 
are interested in religion and their 
thought was well expressed by the 
university student who answered 
an inquiry concerning his religious 
‘belief by saying: ‘Underneath ev- 
erything, what I want to know is, 
What is true.’ 

“The Nation’s trend of thought 
can be fairly determined by re- 
searches made in religious subjects 
in recent years. We believe in 


seeming unpopularity of the Cath- 
olic Church, believe there is some- 
thing wrong with it. They fail to 
realize that persecution is a mark 
of the Church.” 


Saying that non-Catholics argue 


“that the mere fact that there was 


a Reformation showed the Church 
was in need of being reformed,” 
Bishop Noll said that “Luther made 
no progress until the civil power 
took advantage of the prevalent 
dissatisfaction” and that “the peo- 
ple in the sixteenth century were 
obliged to accept the Reformed 
Church.” 


“If America does not take to 


Catholic standards of Christianity, 


then the American people are not 
going to have any Christianity,” 
Bishop Noll said in his concluding 
address. 3 
Must Turn to Catholicity 

“Other Christian churches are 
casting aside one doctrine after an- 
other. Those who have the inter- 
est of America at heart, and want 
her to remain a Christian country 
must turn to Catholicity.” 

Discussing the growth of anti- 
Catholic movements in America, 
Bishop Noll said that “Bigotry and 
false ideas of Catholic doctrines 
are spread by pamphlets and by the 
lectures of the bogus ‘ex-priests’ 
and ‘ex-nuns.’ 


“In South America, too, the pro- 
pagandists are at work. In Argen- 
tina they declare that Spain has 
declined because she is a Catholic 
cofntry; the great countries of the 
world are Protestant; if Argentina 
wishes to become great, she’ must 
become Protestant. This argu- 
ment wins over the patriotic, who 
fail to comprehend that Spain was 
at the height of her power at the 
height of her Catholicity.” 

Bishop Noll’s lectures concluded 
the. series arranged by the Very 
Rev. Francis A. Walsh, O. S. B., Di- 
rector of the Apologetic Institute, 
for the summer of 1933.

Francis J. Haas, Director of the 
National Catholic School of Social 
Service, Washington, D. C., and a 
member of the Labor Advisory 
Board of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, is acting as an ad- 
visor to Secretary Perkins on labor 
matters in connection with the cur- 
rent survey. 

Scheduled to open the hearings 
on the Steel Code, Miss Perkins 
has undertaken a personal survey 
of typical steel mills in this and 
the Baltimore areas. Information 
on employment, production and 
working conditions is available at 
the Department of Labor, but Miss 
Perkins is seeking to relate this 
information to actual operating 
conditions in the field. James Fitz- 
gerald of the Department of Labor 
is a member of the group. 


With the Secretary of Labor 
seeking to obtain the views of both 
employers and employees, which. is 
an essential purpose of the N. L. 
R. A., the meeting of workers was 
held in St. Ann’s parish hall here 
at the suggestion of the Most Rev. 
Hugh C. Boyle, Bishop of Pitts- 
burgh. The Rev. Clement Hrtanek, 
pastor of St. Ann’s, presided over 
the meeting, which was attended by 
more than 800 steel 
Father Hrtanek introduced Miss 
Perkins and Dr. Haas to the work- 
ers 


Following the meeting im the 
parish hall, Secretary Perkins, Dr. 
Haas and Professor Tyson of the 
University of Pittsburgh interview- 
ed 10 steel workers individually at 
St. Ann’s rectory. The purpose of 
the interviews was to get first-hand 
reactions on the questions of hours, 
wages and eompany unions as pro- 
vided for in the Steel Code. 

At the eonclusion of the hearings, 
Secretary Perkins expressed deep 
admiration for the attitude of the 
men interviewed, and said that they 
were extremely well informed and 
asked only what was fair and just. 


Secretary Perkins spent two days 
interviewing the general superin- 
tendents of units of the United 
States Steel Corporation at Home- 
stead and Duquesne. The Secre- 
tary had asked the employers to 
select one or two mills which they 
consider to be representative of 
modern technique in operation. Her 
purpose was to observe first-hand 
the conditions under which steel 
employees are working. 


At the hearings on the Steel 
Code which begin at the Depart- 
ment of Commerce in Washington 
on Monday, Miss Perkins will dis- 
cuss the labor provisions of the 
|}Code. All the data and impressions 
she receives during her survey, to- 
gether with the imformation she 
has already gathered and analyzed, 
will be used in connection with the 
Washington hearings.

THE POPES AND THE 
HOLY NAME SOCIETY 


BY A. MATRE, K. S. G. 


(Past President of the United Holy Name Societies of the Archdiocese of 
Chicago.) 


POPE URBAN VIII, A. D. 1623-44 

Pope Urban VIII occupied the 
see of St. Peter A. D. 1623 to 1644. 
Under his pontificate the follow- 
ing events of interest to the Holy 
Name Society should be tecorded: 


Pope Urban VIII championed 
the cause of the Holy Name by 
publishing a Papal Bull in the in- 
terest of the Holy Name move- 
ment. Since the canonical estab- 
lishment of the Holy Name Society 
by Pope Gregory X in 1274. twen- 
ity-seven Popes have advanced the 
;cause of the Holy Name Society 
by special pronouncements and en- 
couragements, and among them 
\was Pope Urban VIITI. 
| Pope Urban VIII raised to the 
|cardinalate Peter de Berulle, the 
‘founder of the French Congrega- 
‘tion of the Oratory of Jesus. This 
'Order gave the impetus to the re- 
form of the French clergy in the 
‘seventeenth century. Cardinal

iof St. Vincent de Paul. He was a 
‘great Holy Name man renowned 
‘for his piety and learning: He 
wrote many devotional works, 
among them “Grandeurs de Jesus” 
in 1623, and “Vie de Jesus” in 
1629, which were highly praised 
‘by Pope Urban VIII. He was a 
great lover of the Holy Name, and 
‘his sole aim was, according to Car- 
dinal Perraud, to make the Savior 
Jesus Christ better known and 
more loved. Fr. Cloysened says: 
'“Cardinal de Berulle’s works fill 
one with love for our Savior Jesus 
| Christ.” 

| Urban VITI, by special brief of 
September 14, 1627, granted the 
Minor Observantines permission to 
say the Mass of the 23 martyrs of 
'Nagasaki, Japan, who were mar. 
tyred February 6. I597. Among 
them was St. Philip of Jesus, the 
first North American canonized 
saint. who was a native of Mexico 
' City and who was beatified by 
Urban VIII in 1627. This Pope 
also beatified the Jesuit Paul Miki 
and his two native servants who 
were martyred at the same time. 
‘The feast day of St. Philip of 
Jesus is observed throughout the 
United States on February 5th, by 
order of the Holy See, 

Unde) 
VIII the Carthusian Order ob 
served the Feast of the “Triumph 
of the Holy Name” and recited its 
office on the second Sunday after 
Epiphany. That Sunday was later 
also extended to Spain. 

In 1623 Pope Urban 
the Church of St. Clement 
to the Irish Dominicans. 
church is one of the most ancient 
in Rome. said to have been built 
over the paternal! home of St. Cle 
ment. the Disciple of St. Peter, and 
a fellow laborer of St. Paul, who 
hecame the. third Pope of the 
Church. In this church is also 
venerated the remains of St. Ignat 
ius of Antioch of w hom the follow 
ing strange story is related: After 
serving the Church for forty years 
as Bishop of Antioch he was drag 
ged by the Roman soldiers to 
Rome. There the Emperor Trajan 
tried in vain to force the old man 
to desert God. Ignatius told the 
Emperor: “It is impossible, for His 
Name is inscribed upon my heart. 
The enraged Emperor then had St. 
Ienatius cast to the wild beasts 
Curious to know if what the mar- 
twr said was true, he had the heart 
removed from the mangled body, 
and there in letters of gold was 
engraven the Holy Name of Jesus.

He was a great patron of Cath- 
ohe foreign missions, and encour- 
aged the missionaries by word and 
financial assistance. In 1627 he 
founded the Collegium Urbanum, 
whose object was the training of 
missionaries for foreign countries. 
He took a deep interest in the mis- 
sions of America. When Fr. Isaac 
Jogues, S. J., the martyr who lab- 
ored among the Mohawk Indians 
of North America, visited Pope 
Urban VIII in Rome, the Pontiff 
|permitted him to say Mass in spite 
of the fact that two fingers of his 
‘right hand had been burned off. 
“It is not fitting,” said Pope Ur- 
‘ban, “that Christ’s martyr should 
‘not drink Christ's Blood.” Fr. 
'\Jogues later died as a martyr Oct. 
18, 1640. Fr. Jerome Lalemant, 
‘who gave us an account of the 
iglorious death of this Holy Name 
‘apostle, says: “He gave up his soul 
ito Jesus Christ and for Jesus 
Christ.” 

In 1682 Pope Urban VIII ap 
‘proved the Lazarists, or Priests of 
the Missions, a secular congrega. 
tion founded by St. Vincent de 
Paul. In a papal bull dated April 
22, 1639, he. strictly prohibited 
slavery. In 1630 he bestowed upon 
the Cardinals the title of “Emi 
nence’’—their former title having

serve. What a sad spectacle to the 
world that the governments of 
Mexico, Spain and Russia should 
not only reject moral forces, but 
should become hard and cruel ty-} 
rants, persecuting religion. Con- 
ditions in these countries and the 
suffering of our brothers in the 
Faith are deserving of our serious 
study. Our daily prayers should 
be offered that the hand of the 
rersecutor may be stayed. 

“No man,” writes Leo XIIL, 
“may outrage with impunity that 
human dignity which God Himself 
treats with reverence. . Nay, 
more; a man has here no power 
over himself. To consent to any 
treatment which is calculated to 
defeat the end and purpose of his 
being is beyond his right; he can- 
not give up his soul to servitude; 
for it is not man’s own rights 
which are here in question, but the 
rights of God, most sacred and in- 
violable.” Governments must_safe- 
guard these rights and all groups 
must respect them. All legislation 
must be framed according to them. 
Eeesxomics, industrialism, taxation, 
all ~se of things of the wos.d, racst 
be regulated by them. 

Our Duty of Voting 


In our form of government the 
obligation of bringing about a re- 
form of the social order rests upon 
citizens, who by their votes give 
a mandate to legislators and execu- 
tives. This makes evident a civic 
duty, and for us Catholics it is 
also a religious one governed by 
the virtue of piety, that is, a cer- 
tain filial piety toward our country 
which impels us to promote the 
refarm of the social order by vot- 
ing for competent and conscien- 
tio. men of high moral prince sles. 

Battle for Justice 


A few individuals, or even sev- 
eral well-meaning corporate enti-! 
ties, owing to unrestrained compe- | 
tition and the rejection of moral 
principles by their competitors, 
permitting the “survival of those 
only who are strongest, which 
often means those who fight most 
relentlessly, who pay least heed to 
the dictates of conscience,” cannot 
of themselves change a system 
that is inherently wrong. In a 
word, because these comparatively 
few men of conscience cannot do 
the immoral things and resort to 
the base and inhuman methods 
which their competitors in the 
economic world, without any moral 


to employees laboring under the 
disadvantage of being munority 
stockholders. Indeed, as Pius XI 
says, the time seems to have come 
when wage contract should 
itself be somewhat modified by a 
contract of partnership. This, how- 
ever, should be a measure of true 
partnership. 

We are reminded here by Pius 
XI of two important truths. Speak- 
ing of St. Paul’s teaching, “if any 
man will not work, neither let 
him eat,” His Holimess says, first, 
“In no sense does he teach that 
labor is the sole title which gives 
a right to a living or a profit,” and, 
secondly, that an equitable share 
of the profits of industry should 
be given to both capital and labor. 

Labor and trades unions offer 
one means of obtaining justice im 
wages and salaries. The normal 
working of such organizations, 
whether singly or as a federation 
of unions, should be to promote the 
general welfare and to insure for 
all workers, whether skilled or un- 
skilled, maximum employment, ade- 
quate remuneration, the protection 
of their rights as man and as citi- 
zen, and security against accident 
and indigence. 

Capital and Laber Friends 


Our study should make us grasp 
fully the principle, clearly stated 
in the Quadragesimo Anno, that as 
labor should not seize, if it were 
m a position to do so, all the pro- 
fits, neither should capital. Capital 
and labor need each other. They 
should be friends. They should, as 
brothers, sit down together at the 
council table. Unlimited, reckless, 
immoral competition and economic 
dictatorship will continue until this 
is done. Capital and labor should 
be convinced that greed is a vice, 
and that a just division of profits 
ean and should be a virtue. Capital 
and labor should work for the com- 
mon welfare and for their mutual 
interest should encourage all work- 
ers to organize. Unions, embracing 
all groups of workers, should be 
governed by good sense. They 
should endeavor to distribute op- 
portunity to the workers of every 
class. They should always seek 
competent and disinterested advis- 
ers, that their organizations may 
ever be characterized by sanity. 
The individual or personal and so- 
cial aspect of labor should be well 
understood. There should be mu- 
tual harmony and mutual support. 
“Uniess, above all, brains, capita! 
and labor combine together for 
common effort, man’s toil cannot

It is, as Pius XI reminds us, “the | 
primary duty of the State and/ 
all good citizens to abolish conflict 
between classes with divergent in- 
terests and thus foster and pro- 
mote harmony among the various 
ranks of society. ...

formed. Vincent’s Ladies of Char- 
ity, through his direction, pur- 
a number of friendless little 
ones, whom they placed under the 
care of skilled nurses where proper 
care was administered. Soon 5000 
children were being cared for, 
which meant a huge sum for their 
support; but Vincent’s reputation 
was equal to any emergency, and 
soon the required sum was raised. 
His Hospice, of the Name of 
Jesus, was started through the 
generosity of a wealthy unknown 
person, who preferred concealment 
while presenting the saint with a 
gift of 10,000 lires. Thus was 
founded the present well-known

He even set an example of 
preparing and cooking food eco- 
nomically for the poor, and is thus 
credited as the originator of pre- 
sent-day economic cooking. All 
this did not prevent him from aid- 
ing the English and Irish refugees 
who had been driven from their 
respective homes by penal laws to 
seek an asylum in France.
